No 741- Samuel A Walling vs The 


People of tlie Slate of Michipnn—In 
error to the bnprerne Court ol Michigan 
—In June, 18C3, Walling the plaintiff 
in error, was prosecuted in the Police 
Court ot Grand Rapids, Michi ;»n, under 
• Mate law imposing a tax upon persons 
engaged in the business of sel ing liquor 
in that State to be shipped fiom auy 
other State 
H wai a "drummer ' for 


the firm ot Cavan»uj;li A Co , of Chi- 
cago, and h» was charged m on* court 
•with selling whisky ot wholesale without 
a license, and m another with soliciting 
and taking orders for i i sale without a 
hcenie He was convicted and sentenced 
to pay a hue »nd was impuaonei in de- 
fault of pavnieut 
He appenltd to the 


County Circuit C»mt, m which the case 
•was tried bv n j iry and found guilty 
The case was carried to the Supreme 
Court of Michigan, 
which decidtd 


again«t Walln-g 
The question in the 


case is whethir the statute under whicu 
Walling was prosecuted is reougnMJt to 
the Constitution of the United States 
The Court h»ld, Judgs Bradley delivar 
ed the opmioa, that 11 dibcrimiuetmg Ui 
imposed by a State operating to the dis- 
»dvauta0e of the products of other 
States when introduced into the first 
mentioned State is in eft«U a regulation 
in itstramt of commerce among the 
States, and as BU«h is a us,urption of the 
power conferred by the Constitution 
upon th» Congress of the United Stat-s 
The Supreme Court of Michigan held 
that the tix imposed bj the Act is an 
exercise of tht police power of the 
StaU for the discouragement ol the use 
of intoncatiug liquors and the preser- 
vation of the health and morals of the 
people 
The Suprsme Court of the 


United Statts holds that this would be a 
perfect justification of the Act if it did 
not discriminate against the citizens 
and products ol other State* and thus 
usurp one of th» prerogatives of the 
national legislature. The Court con- 
clude* its opinion as follows 
"We 


think that th» Aet in question operates 
4S a regulation of commerce among the 
States jn a matter within the exclusive 
power of Congress, »nd that it i* for 
this reason repugnant to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and Told The 
judgment of the 
Supreme Court of 


Michigan 11 leversed, »nd the case re- 
manded with instructions to take such 
proceedings as may not be inconsistent 
with this opimou ' 
The Chief Justice 


did not sit m the case or take nuy part 
la it 


The Enterprise adds 
Michigan is only one of several StaUi 


which hare required license fees of 
drummers, and many a city has taken 
np the pelicy. These licenses hare not 
been levied for revenue only 
They 


hue been assessed for the purpose ol 
helping the local trade 
And this is 


precisely what the Constitution designed 
to prevent 
It contemplated the impo- 


sition of duties upon foreign commerce 
with a view to both revenue and protec- 
tion, but intended to eitublish absolute 
fr«e trade between our own people The 
sort of legislation swept aside by the 
decision violated the spirit and le ter of 
the Constitution 
At that time trade in 


Europe was subject to lunumerable m- 
ferrrptions 
Not ouly did nations dis- 


criminate nqninst each other, bat petty 
State* and mere counties, aa we would 
class them, had cubtoms duties. 
The 


fathers of the republic propoted to pro- 
tect home interests troau injurious for- 
«jgn competition, but the home interests 
themselves must know no (state hues. 
No feature of the Coastitutiou more 
Clearly establishes the wisdom of its 
fram«rs than tin one which drew and 
forever established this distinction be- 
tween inter State and foreign commerce

A Washington dispatch sayi 
Three 


Territories are clamonng for admission 
as State,!—Dakota, Washington and 
liontana 
The bill to divide the Terri- 


tory of Dakota upon the line of the 46th 
parallel!, and to admit the southern 
portion as a State, le already before the 
Senate, and the Senators to epeak for 
the anticipated State are now b«re await- 
ing a decision to membership in the 
upper House of Congress 
The bill to 


admit Washington Territory as a State 
w 11 be reported to the Senate, and it is 
understood that there is no objection to 
ths admission of Montana although the 
btatistics as to the population are not so 
full and complete as could be wished, 
itill a bill will probably be reported, and 
it will then be left to the Senate and the 
House to decide as to what will be done 
in the case 
The report, however, that 


leaders of both parties had reached an 
agreement to admit these three Terri- 
tories as States, is without foundation, 
so far as can be learned 
Senator Har- 


r son, Chairman of the Committee on- 
Territories m the Senate and who would 
be likely to know of such an arrange- 
ment if any had been made, aays he has 
heurd nothing 
It is understood that 


the Democrats are willing to vote for the 
admission of Dakota more tban they 
were when the subject was first present 
ed. They think that by a judicious use 
of federal patronage, and through the 
propsr administration of the land laws, 
it will not be a difficult thing to bring 
the new State into the Democratic fold 
It is asserted that the people will nat- 
urally desire to stand well with the Ad- 
ministration, and thafT though Repub- 
lican now, when it is found that the 
present dominant party then can have 
no control of Government patronage, 
there will be a cbiuge of senlimflrt, 
which if discreetly handled, can work a 
revolution in party politics there 
On 


the other hand, it is claimed that the 
rulings ol Commisbioner Sparks, of the 
General Land Office, have excited the 
most intense feeling agnnst the Admin- 
istration, which no amount of public 
patronagf can overcome. Feeple from 
all the Territories who visit Washington 
speak m terms of strong indignation of 
the effects of the rnhugs of the Land 
Office, and the inconvenience, and in 
many eases positive lofts, which have 
resulted to settlers therefrom.

It is well known, however, that 
in many of the mines of the Comstook 
large bodies of low-grade ore exist, 
which eould be made to p*y if the ex- 
penses of reduction were nuffioiently de- 
creased 
This has been the problem of 


late years, and m Us solution many re- 
forms m tbe operation of the mines have 
been put into effect * At flrst a cry was 
for a redaction in the wages of miners, 
but the vigorous and united opposition 
of the Miners' JTJnion prevented any 
overt action .n that direction 
It wn* 


impressed upon Superintendents and 
manager! that reform was more needed 
in other departments of the business 
thiin in cutting down tbe hard-earned 
wages of the miners 
The result has 


been a general enforcement of an econ- 
omv foreign to the flash flays of the 
Comstock. Expensive, ornamental Su 
penntend'ents have become a thing o 
the past, and practical men at leason 
able salnrins have taken their places 
Office expenditures have been reduced 
various leaks stopped, and mining on 
the Comstock practically brought dcwn 
to a strict business basis

The Carson Free Lanee says: 
On Monday last Congressman Wood- 


burn introduced into the House of Rep- 
resenat'ves a bill authorizing the erec- 
tion of a building fer an" Indian Day 
and Indnstrial School at Canon City. 
It is estimated that there are in this 
State fr»m 1,500 to 2,000 Indian youths 
that should be in school. Theae are of 
the tribes, Washoes. Pith-Utes, Pi-Utes 
and Sboshoues. The school proposed 
by Mr. Woodbnrn is an iniJnstm! school 
such us are ot Hampton. Virginia, Car- 
lisle, Pennsylvania, Forest Grove, Ore- 
gon, and other places. In such a school 
the girls are trained iu all tbe branches 
of household industry, iu making and 
repairing garments, iu kitchen, laundry, 
dining room, dormitory, and sewing 
room work; also a constant "instruction 
in the art of home making as in reading 
and writing the English language. The 
boys are apprentices to the trades of 
blacksmith, caipeutsr, printer, shoe- 
maker, tinsmith, Jwheelwrigbt, painter, 
butcher, tailor, saddler and baker. They 
also receive practical lessons iu farming, 
Not only is the building to be erected 
by the Government, but the whole ex- 
pense of tuition, board and clothes is 
also paid for by the g»ner»l government. 
As much as $80,000 annuullv is paid out 
by the Govfiuiiicnt to support siorae of 
these national Indian schools, similar 
to tbe one proposed; and, considering
